Main  Occupations  of  the  Area  : 

The  principal  industries  of  the  area  comprise  the  manufacture 
of  carpets,  ceramic  insulators,  chains  for  many  purposes,  wire  cables, 
fans,  timber  production,  electric  transformers,  a  tannery  and  a 
vinegar  works. 

In  addition  there  are  : 

(a)  Three  large  Oil  Companies  engaged  m  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  petrol  and  oil. 

(b)  One  company  engaged  in  the  bulk  storage  and  distribution 
of  imported  timber. 

All  the  timber  and  the  majority  of  the  petrol  and  oil  arrives  by  boat 
from  Avonmouth,  Stourport-on-Severn  being  the  head  of  the  portion 
of  the  River  Severn  which  is  navigable  by  commercial  traffic. 

There  is  also  one  of  the  largest  Power  Stations  m  the  Midlands,

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Services 

Producer  samples  of  milk  and  water  are  examined  by  the  County 
Laboratory,  Worcester,  together  with  food  for  chemical  analysis.  The 
major  part  of  the  bacteriological  and  pathological  work  is  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority  and  based  in  Kidderminster.  An  ambulance  for 
infectious  cases  is  stationed  at  Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital 
(under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board). 

Hospitals 

All  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  through  their  Management  Committee.  The  Kidder¬ 
minster  General  Hospital  receives  the  majority  of  hospital  patients 
from  this  district.  The  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  provides 
the  district  and  surrounding  area  with  maternity  beds.

Infectious  Diseases 

Beds  for  infectious  diseases  are  provided  at  Hayley  Green  Iso¬ 
lation  Hospital,  Halesowen.  One  case  of  Mumps  with  Encephalitis 
was  admitted  from  Stourport-on-Sevem  Urban  District  during  the 
year. 

Tuberculosis 

Out-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Kidderminster  Hospital 
Dispensary,  where  Dr.  Cronin  attends  Tuesday  evenings,  Wednesday 
mornings  and  Thursday  afternoons.  In-patients*  treatment  is  arran¬ 
ged  at  Knightwick  Sanatorium.  Sanatorium  facilities  formerly  provided 
at  St.  Wulstan’s  Hospital  are  no  longer  required  and  this  hospital  is 
now  used  for  pyschiatric  cases.  Prevention  and  after-care  remain 
the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  the  service  is 
administered  locally  by  the  After-care  Sub-Committee  of  the  Division¬ 
al  .Area  Health  Committee. 
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Venereal  Disease 

Treatment  and  “  follow-up  ”  are  carried  out  at  the  following  : — 
Kidderminster  and  District  General  Hospital. 

Worcester  Royal  Infirmary 

Other  neighbouring  hospitals,  as  required. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  service  is  administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

There  are  : — 

1  Three  nurses  who  deal  principally  with  Midwifery  and  General 
Nursing.  A  car  is  provided. 

2  Two  whole-time  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  who  attend 
school  medical  inspections,  treat  minor  ailments  at  the  school 
clinic  and  visit  cases  of  mental  defect.  They  visit  infants  and 
children  m  the  home  and  are  responsible  for  their  welfare  from 
fourteen  days  until  they  attend  school  at  five  years,  when 
they  continue  to  supervise  under  the  school  scheme.  They  act 
as  general  health  advisers  to  the  family  m  conjunction  with  the 
doctors,  and  give  help  wherever  practicable,  particularly  with 
the  aging  members  of  the  family.  They  attend  all  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  m  their  area.  For  this  purpose,  the  Urban  District  is 
divided  into  two  areas,  one  nurse  being  responsible  for  the  Town 
Centre,  Lower  Heath  and  surrounding  district,  Areley  Kings, 
Astley  and  the  old  part  of  the  Walshes  Estate,  and  the  other  one 
for  the  north  side  of  Bewdley  Road,  Newtown,  Wilden,  Burlish 
and  the  new  part  of  Walshes  Estate. 

3.  A  whole-time  Health  Visitor  who  visits  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Clinics 

(a)  Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  at  the  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  m  the  charge 
of  Doctors  MacArthur,  C.  Mackie,  Winter,  Black  and  W.  T. 
Mackie  and  Matron  respectively.  A  clinic  is  also  held  by  the 
district  midwives  on  the  second  and  fourth  Monday  in  each 
month. 

(b)  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

(i)  Lucy  Baldwin,  held  first  and  third  Fridays  in  each  month, 
(n)  Wilden,  held  third  Wednesday  in  month. 

(m)  Areley  Kings,  held  in  Parish  Hall,  Areley  Kings,  on  the  second 
and  fourthThursday  afternoons.  (In  the  charge  of  Dr.  Winter). 

Children  under  five  are  immunised  at  these  clinics,  and  vaccina¬ 
tion  is  carried  out  as  required. 

Separate  sessions  for  Poliomyelitis  immunisations  are  held  at  the 
Mitton  Street  School  Clinic  by  appointment,  for  all  those  age  groups 
who  are  eligible.  ,

SECTION  "  C  ” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  majority  of  the  dwellings  m  the  area  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Council’s  mains.  The  source  of  supply  is  deep  bore  belonging 
to  Bewdley  Corporation,  the  storage  reservoirs  are  situated  at  Mount 
Pleasant. 

Samples  taken  regularly  from  the  general  mams  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 

Minor  extension  to  mams  were  carried  out  to  meet  new  develop¬ 
ment  as  required. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Disposal  of  sewage  at  the  Oldmgton  Disposal  Works  used  jointly 
with  the  Boroughs  of  Kidderminster  and  Bewdley  has  continued 
satisfactorily. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  presented  their  report  on  a 
proposed  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Lower  Heath  area  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.  After  considerable  discussion  the  Council  decided 
that  the  cost  was  out  of  proportion  to  the  small  number  of  properties 
which  would  m  fact  be  served.

Burlish  Estate 

The  last  remaining  families  living  m  converted  bungalows  on 
this  estate  were  re-housed  by  the  16th  May,  1960.  The  problem  of 
finding  suitable  accommodation  for  some  of  these  families  was  solved 
with  the  help  of  the  County  Council  as  Welfare  Authority,  by  the  use 
of  certain  older  properties  m  the  town,  with  modifications  where 
necessary.  In  some  of  these  cases  the  rent  is  subsidised  to  a  small 
extent  by  the  County  Council. 
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Walshes  Farm  Areas  s 

(a)  The  Council’s  Camping  Site 

This  site  contained.  72  caravans  and  approximately  180  tents 
during  the  holiday  period. 

No  decision  has  been  reached  by  the  Council  with  regard  to 
the  conversion  of  the  remaining  sanitary  accommodation  to  water 
carriage.  However,  a  decision  has  been  made  that  an  additional 
sanitary  block  shall  be  constructed  and  it  is  hoped  that  work 
on  this  will  commence  m  the  coming  year. 

( b )  Haywoods’  Meadow 

This  site  has  approximately  150  holiday  caravans,  bunga¬ 
lows  and  similar  structures  and  during  the  August  holidays  a  large 
number  of  tents  occupy  the  recreation  area  of  the  field. 

The  site  owner  has  still  not  complied  with  the  terms  of  his  new 
licence  by  providing  improved  sanitary  facilities.  It  is  stated  that  until 
a  more  adequate  supply  of  water  is  available  this  work  cannot  be  done. 

Houseboats 

During  the  past  year  no  serious  complaint  has  been  received 
arising  from  the  occupation  of  houseboats. 

During  the  early  part  of  December  when  the  River  Severn  was  in 
flood,  one  houseboat  on  the  riverside  occupied  by  a  man  and  his  wife 
(an  expectant  mother)  and  little  girl  became  cut  off.  A  rescue  opera¬ 
tion  was  carried  out  by  Councillor  Ready  and  Mr.  Hughes  under  rather 
difficult  circumstances.  Temporary  accommodation  for  this  family 
was  found  by  Councillor  Bullock  and  other  local  sources  helped  with 
bedding  and  supplies. 

SECTION  “  E  ” 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  number  of  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  on  the  register  is  five 
and  the  number  of  retailers  of  ice  cream  is  59.  Regular  samples  have 
been  taken  from  the  manufacturers  and  these  have  proved  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  have  occurred  during  the  year  m  this 
Urban  District. 

Adulteration  of  Food 

Mr.  Spencer,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Worces¬ 
tershire  County  Council,  reports  that  the  following  samples  were

5  Churns  in  producers’  consignments  were  deficient  m  fat.  The 
deficienceis  were  small  and  overall  fat  content  of  each  consignment 
was  satisfactory.  7  samples  of  milk  were  deficient  of  solids-not-fat, 
these  being  certified  to  be  genuine  milk  of  poor  quality. 


Two  large  dairies  in  the  areas  of  adjoining  authorities  distribute 
milk  in  Stourport  Urban  District  and  milk  producers’  consignments 
going  into  these  dairies  were  sampled  from  time  to  time.  Altogether 
909  samples  were  taken.  115  of  these  were  deficient  of  fat  but  in 
every  case  the  composite  fat  content  of  the  producer’s  consignment 
was  correct.  In  every  case  appeal  to  cow  samples  were  taken  where 
the  composite  fat  content  of  producer’s  consignment  was  below  the 
presumptive  standard  of  3  per  cent.  In  all  cases  the  cows  were  shown 
to  be  responsible  for  the  poor  quality  of  the  milk.  104  milk  samples 
deficient  in  solids-not-fat  were  certified  to  be  genuine  milk  of  poor 
quality.  3  informal  samples  were  found  to  contain  extraneous  water 
in  amounts  ranging  from  0.7  per  cent,  to  15.0  per  cent.,  two  producers 
being  concerned.  Both  were  warned,  one  because  the  amounts 
involved  were  small  and  the  other  because  the  formal  follow  up 
sample  was  genuine  and  no  other  action  was  possible. 

4  samples  of  food  other  than  milk  were  reported  against.  These 
consisted  of  two  samples  of  pork  sausages  somewhat  low  m  meat 
content,  a  sample  of  pork  sausages  containing  preservative  not 
declared  and  a  sample  of  Beef  Dripping  found  to  be  Pork  Dripping. 
Warnings  were  issued  m  all  cases.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  during  the  year 
from  Tuberculosis  and  that  this  has  only  happened  once  since  ! 944 
namely  in  1 954.  As  far  as  our  records  show  the  number  of  new  cases 
notified  is  the  smallest  for  any  year  since  1908.

It  is  hoped  that 
this  will  m  its  turn  release  a  number  of  Council  houses  for  occupation 
by  those  on  the  waiting  list,  which  it  is  noticed  has  increased  during 
the  year. 

There  is  still  a  pressing  need  for  bungalows  for  old  people,  es¬ 
pecially  as  the  proportion  of  older  people  m  the  population  is  increas- 
ing.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  1960  the  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the 
Urban  District  was  maintained,  except  for  one  short  period  in  October 
on  a  weekly  basis.  When  it  is  learned  that  over  the  whole  year  2,206 
man  hours  were  lost  in  addition  to  annual  holidays,  it  is  realised 
the  weekly  collection  is  maintained  not  without  difficulty. 

A  gradual  expansion  of  residential  development  m  the  town 
continued  during  the  year,  and  to  meet  the  extension  of  the  refuse 
collection  service,  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  collecting  staff  by 
two  men  and  operate  two  crews  instead  of  one  m  early  1961.  It  re¬ 
mains  to  be  seen  for  how  long  this  will  meet  the  demand,  as  consider¬ 
able  development  is  planned. 

The  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tippers  continued  to 
serve  the  greater  part  of  the  town  and  the  Karner  Bantam  Low  Loader 
collects  from  the  oustkirts  of  Arely  Kings  and  Hartlebury  Common. 
The  oldest  of  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  vehicles  showed  considerable 
body  wear  and  after  careful  deliberation,  it  was  decided  a  new  vehicle 
was  essential  m  the  forthcoming  year. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Department  carried  out  a  continuous 
survey  of  household  refuse  receptacles  and  a  fairly  high  standard 
has  been  mamtmed  as  a  result. 

The  paper  sack  forced  its  way  into  the  refuse  collection  field 
during  this  year  and  this  Council,  together  with  many  other  authori¬ 
ties,  is  studying  the  scheme  to  see  if  this  obviously  hygienic  method 
of  refuse  collection  can  be  put  into  operation  on  a  practical  and 
economic  basis. 

Trade  Refuse 

The  facilities  provided  for  the  disposal  of  trade  refuse,  remain 
the  same,  business  premises  having  one  bin  emptied  weekly  without 
charge,  each  additional  bin  being  charged  for,  at  the  rate  of  20s.  per 
half  year  per  bin.  Those  wishing  to  do  so  may  dispose  of  their  own 
refuse  at  the  Council’s  tip,  a  tipping  charge  of  2s.  6d.  per  load  being 
levied. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

Bonemill  Quarry  continues  to  provide  excellent  tipping  facilities 
and  should  do  so  for  a  number  of  years  to  come.  The  ratepayers 
of  Stourport-on-Severn  are  very  fortunate  to  have  their  refuse  tip 
so  well  situated  and  should  be  grateful  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
who  were  responsible  for  its  purchase,  as  many  authorities  are  to-day 
finding  themselves  in  serious  difficulties  m  finding  suitable  refuse 
disposal  sites. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily,  all 
refuse  being  covered  with  an  adequate  layer  of  soil  after  being  tipped. 
There  was  no  real  nuisance  experienced  from  flies  during  the  summer 
although  regular  treatments  of  the  tipping  area  with  insecticides 
were  carried  out. 

SALVAGE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Waste  paper  is  still  collected  by  the  refuse  collectors  from  the 
householders,  and  from  the  shops  by  the  Karrier  Bantam  low  loader. 
With  the  increase  of  cardboard  boxes  for  packaging,  there  has  been 
an  expansion  m  the  service  for  the  collection  of  waste  paper  from 
business  premises.  This  expansion  can  be  coped  with  at  present,  but 
additional  facilities  will  have  to  be  provided  for  collecting  and  baling 


this  waste  paper  if  the  present  trend  continues.

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets  and  Cesspools 

The  number  of  pail  closets  permanently  m  use  m  the  district 
has  remained  constant  during  the  year  and  m  view  of  the  decision 
of  the  Council  not  to  sewer  the  Lower  Heath  area,  the  position  is 
likely  to  remain  the  same  until  further  development  occurs  m  this 
area  to  make  sewering  worthwhile. 

From  time  to  time  requests  are  received  from  the  adjacent  areas 
of  the  Martley  Rural  District  and  Bewdley  Corporation  for  cesspools 
to  be  emptied.  When  possible,  these  requests  are  dealt  with,  an 
appropriate  charge  being  made  on  an  hourly  basis  to  the  Local 
Authority  concerned.

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  important  service  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  to  all  dwelling 
houses,  but  occupiers  of  business  premises  are  obliged  to  pay  for 
the  time  taken  and  materials  used  for  a  disinfestation,  except  m  cases 
where  an  annual  contract  was  arranged. 

Infestations  generally  were  at  a  low  level,  as  the  number  of  treat¬ 
ments  were  fewer  than  the  previous  year.  Although  surveys  are 
continually  being  carried  out  to  detect  the  presence  of  rats  and  mice, 
the  general  public  can  save  a  lot  of  routine  work  by  reporting  im¬ 
mediately  any  activity  by  rodents. 

All  local  authority  property  is  regularly  surveyed  and  treated, 
particularly  the  sewage  pumping  stations  and  refuse  tip  which  always 
prove  attractive  to  these  pests. 

Sewers  serving  the  town  did  not  receive  the  same  attention 
as  m  previous  years  but  a  close  watch  was  kept  on  lengths  of  sewer 
which  were  suspect  and  treatments  carried  out  where  necessary.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  public  conveniences  existing  in  the  town  continue  to  provide 
adeoxuate  facilities  except  during  the  Bank  Holiday  week-ends  when 
the  conveniences  at  Bridge  Street  were  heavily  overloaded,  and  even 
temporary  direction  signs  to  the  Severn  Meadows  conveniences  did 
not  help  much 

One  offender  was  apprehended  by  the  local  police  after  doing 
considerable  damage  in  the  Bridge  Street  public  conveniences,  but 
even  the  heavy  fine  he  received  has  not  deterred  the  irresponsible 
behaviour  which  occurs  from  time  to  time. 
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The  installation  of  a  2d.  m-the-slot  lock  on  the  entrance  door  to 
the  washing  facilities  in  the  ladies  section  of  the  Bridge  Street  public 
conveniences  now  enables  the  ladies  to  use  these  facilities  all  the 
year  round. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Although  complaints  of  nuisance  from  smoke  and  smuts  have 
been  few  and  far  between,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  rectify  the 
troubles  when  they  have  occurred.  Generally  speaking,  the  Urban 
District  has  no  great  problem  m  this  aspect  of  Public  Health  work. 


HOUSING 

This  is  a  very  important  part  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
work  and  is  perhaps  the  most  satisfying  as  it  affects  the  comfort  and 
health  of  individuals  directly. 

In  1960  not  a  single  application  was  made  under  the  Rent  Act, 
1957  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair.  Several  enquiries  were  made  but 
obviously  further  action  was  not  necessary. 

There  was,  however,  a  corresponding  increase  in  complaints 
of  disrepair  which  were  dealt  with  either  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957 
or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Usually  informal  action  was  all  that 
was  necessary. 

Action  under  the  Housing  Act  against  the  unfit  houses  in  the 
district  has  continued.  There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  with 
Closing  Orders  and  Demolition  Orders  on  them  which  are  still  occupied 
but  it  is  hoped  this  situation  may  be  eased  during  the  coming  year.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION 

1.  Food  Hygiene 

The  inspection  of  premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared  for 
sale,  and  exhibited  for  sale  are  kept  under  supervision  and  inspections 
made  as  often  as  possible.  In  general,  a  very  satisfactory  standard  has 
been  reached  as  far  as  structures  and  facilities  are  concerned,  although 
it  is  pleasing  to  see  occupiers  of  food  premises  striving  for  better 
standards. 

2.  Meat  Inspection 

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  but  one  of 
them  has  not  been  used  since  April  and  its  use  in  the  future  seems 
unlikely  owing  to  development  of  adjacent  shop  premises. 

Only  good  quality  stock  has  been  slaughtered,  consequently  no 
carcases  have  had  to  be  condemned  during  the  year  and  very  little 
offal. 

A  report  on  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  the 
district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  and  the  slaughterhouse  facilities 
available  to  meet  these  requirements,  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  m  September,  1960.  It  was  reported 
that  it  was  expected  that  both  the  slaughterhouses  could  comply 
with  the  construction  regulations  and  that  the  1  st  January,  1 962  was 
the  date  recommended  that  they  come  into  force.  In  regard  to  future 
requirements  it  was  felt  that  even  with  a  substantial  increase  in 
population  adequate  facilities  were  available  within  the  district  and 
in  adjacent  areas.

4.  Milk  Supply 

Stourport-on-Severn  is  situated  in  a  specified  area  in  accordance 
with  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Act,  1949,  which  means  that  only 
designated  milk,  i.e.  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin- 1  ested, 
is  permitted  to  be  sold  by  retail.  There  are  no  treatment  plants  in  the 
Urban  District  and  the  local  dairymen  act  only  as  distributors  of 
bottled  supplies  brought  in  from  outside.  There  are  also  a  number 
of  milk  retailers  from  other  areas  who  sell  milk  under  Supplementary 
Licences  issued  by  this  Local  Authority. 

In  1960  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  were  issued  by 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  consolidating  all 
previous  regulations  affecting  the  subject.  The  mam  change  intro¬ 
duced  by  these  regulations  is  that  as  from  the  1st  January,  1961,  all 
Dealers’  Licences  will  be  issued  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  the  area  in  which  are  situated  the  premises  at  or  from  which  the 
milk  is  sold.  This  means  that  all  Dealers  Licences  as  far  as  the 
Stourport-on-Severn  Urban  District  is  concerned  will  be  issued  by 
the  Worcestershire  County  Council.  The  obejct  of  these  changes  is 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  routine  work  involved  in  the  administration

CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

1960  saw  the  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  which  consolidates  all  planning  and  public  health 
legislation  relating  to  caravans. 

In  order  that  the  County  Council  could  formulate  a  new  policy 
on  the  use  of  land  for  siting  caravans,  a  comprehensive  survey  was 
carried  out  throughout  Worcestershire. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  also  made  regu¬ 
lations  containing  model  standards  for  caravan  sites  which  will  go  a 
long  way  towards  obtaining  a  higher  standard  for  caravan  sites 
throughout  the  country. 

The  four  large  caravan  sites  in  the  district  are  utilised  only  for 
holiday  purposes  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these  will  be  brought  up 
to  the  standards  required  m  due  course,  but  it  remains  to  be  seen 
whether  the  problem  of  the  itinerant  caravan  dweller  will  be  solved. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

All  the  sources  of  water  supply  to  various  dwelling  houses,  holi¬ 
day  accommodation  and  factories  m  the  district  have  been  sampled 
from  time  to  time,  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  those  supjdies 
which  are  obtained  from  shallow  wells,  although  fortunately  there  are 
only  a  few  still  in  use  in  the  area. 
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During  1960  two  premises  were  connected  to  the  main  town  supply 
as  a  direct  result  of  sampling,  which  previously  had  only  shallow 
well  supplies.
